Cincinnati Times-Star: It is too 
bad to record, but the fact is that in 
certain quarters there is a rising tide 
of antagonism to the luncheon clubs 
in which American business men 
meet once a week to discuss over a 
rather simple meal matters of in¬ 
terest to them and their communities. 
Hotarians,- Kiwanians and similar 
groups writhe under the lash of the 
"younger intellectuals;” or they 
would writhe if they were not so 
stupid as never to consult the lit¬ 
erary “Vehicles through which the in¬ 
tellectuals speak. In smart maga¬ 
zines, in periodicals dedicated to one 
or another of a number of isms, de¬ 
rision is headed on the.se clubs. 'Their 
members are “saps,” “burgeoisie,” 
fatuous occupants of “Main Street.” 

Why are the younger intellectuals 
so scornful? Only on the surface is 
the matter puzzling. Sit in at one 
of these luncheons and you have the 
answer. The men wbu meet there 
are successful men with a bent to 
the practical, ami perhaps a little 
set in their ways. No wild women 
dance on the table No synthetic 
gin is .served. If there is a piano 
in the room and the custom of chor¬ 
al singing, the songs in which the 
members join are likely to be stand¬ 
ard things, with little jazz stuff and 
almost no “blues.” They tell no off¬ 
color .stories. They do not read Ben 
Hecht, or James Joyce, or Mencken 
and Nathan. In the creed of these 
clubs there is even something about 
not not listening to “the rustle of an 
unhallowed skirt.” Nor do they mur¬ 
der sleep with their meals, for these 
are midday affairs. When they de¬ 
cide to do something, it is almost 
hopele.ssly .sensible and unimagina¬ 
tive. It may be a Christmas tree at 
an orphans’ asylum, or an automobile 
excursion for crippled children, or 
substantial encouragement to the Boy 
Scouts, or a prize for superior in¬ 
dustry and attainment at a school or 
college. 

.Any bunch of men who make a 
succe.ss of their own callings, who 
take a primitive satisfaction in their 
fellowships, who usually put over 
what they undertake to do in com¬ 
mon, and who sing songs with recog¬ 
nizable tunes ileserve all the con¬ 
tempt that the younger intellectuals 
heap upon them. Kiwanis, for ex¬ 
ample, is, as we understand front an 
Indian word meaning “we build.” 
To the minds of people who believe 
in tearing down, what right has any¬ 
body to build ?

The Fokker plane is of wood I 
veneer and steel tubing with cloth 
covering and 1200 pounds heavier 
than the Stout product, which is all- 
metal. This plane is also said to be 
■10 miles an hour faster than the 
Fokker trancontinental job with the 
same engine.
